He mentioned the Roads Department
info&Sd the residents that it was the responsibility of the residents to ensure the water
behind their homes was diverted to specific easements. He noted the ditches were not
well maintained and the residents were still cleaning up months after the recent flash
flooding. He felt the Roads Department had been dysfunctional since merging with the
Community Services Department. He asked the Commissioners to look into the issue and
to instruct the Roads Department to do a better job.

Victor Gomez submitted a handout which was placed on file with the
Clerk. He mentioned a2013 flood which resulted in the Roads Department cutting a ditch
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and installing a plug to divert water flowing down Matterhorn Boulevard. Since then,
there were rain events that caused flooding in the Heppner Subdivision. He described the
landscape around the subdivision and provided examples of areas where flood waters
could be diverted. He noted residents did not have any flood problems until the plug was
installed. He requested the Commissioners look into this issue.

Joan Meussner stated Lemmon Valley residents had suffered financial and
physical hardship due to the damage caused by recent rain events. She mentioned homes
on Oregon Boulevard were flooded due to the diversion of water runoff from M#serhorn
Boulevard. She said residents did not have any flooding problems prior to the pladeqlent
of the diversion. She requested the removal of the dam and asked the Commiffifusrt"to

Mike Kazmierski, Economic Development Authority of Western Nevada
(EDAWN) President and CEO, stated the presentation was an annual update on what was
happening at EDAWN. He conducted a PowerPoint presentation which was placed on
file with the Clerk. He said the focus of EDAWN was jobs. EDAWN
attract, retain and grow through entrepreneurial development.

He said much of the focus was on the business
park at the Tahoe-Reno Industrial Center; however, there were wonderful business parks
within the County. He mentioned the Hot Prospects slide which listed undecided
businesses EDAWN was working with.

Mr. Kazmierski mentioned the projected growth in the next five years
would be around four to five percent. He discussed the components of EDAWN's
Business Retention and Expansion Program. He said it was important to focus on the
businesses already in the region by helping the companies connect with other,
assisting them with legislative issues, and helping them become more successful. was
an opportunity to tell companies here that they were important.
